PROTECTION 

Of Innocent Women And Children 
Of Future.— Will Urge Bill Be- 
fore The Next Legislature. 

In order that innocent women 
shall be protected and future gen- 
erations spared the "sins of their 
fathers," shall urge upon the next 
Legislature a bill substantially as 
follows: 

Section 1 . Each male person ap- 
plying for a license to marry in 
this Commonwealth shall submit 
himself to a physical examination 
bv a competent physician, who 
shall be appointed by the County 
Judge for that purpose, and, be- 
fore said license shall be issued to 
him, the physician making said ex- 
animation shall state in writing 
under oath that he Is not related 
by blood or marriage to the appli- 
cant, add that said applicant is not 
infested with any venerel disease. 
The fee to said physician for said 
examination shall be one dollar, 
and shall be paid by said applicant. 
Each -County Judge shall act, and 
every two years thereafter appoint 
one or more physicians to make 
the examinations required herein. 

Section '2. If any physician 
shall make a false statement he 
shall be confined in the penitentiary 
not' less than one nor more than 
five years; and if any clerk shall 
issue any marriage license before 
the examination of the applicant 
and the filing of the sworn state- 
ment, he shall be fined not less 
than one hundred nor more than 
one thousand dollars. 

No discussion of the merits of 
this proposed legislation is neces- 
sary . Every intelligent reader 
knows that it ought to become a 
law. To make it law public opin 
ion must be molded in its favor. 
This is a work for the respectable 
citizens of the State. Let every 
man and woman, every respectable 
society, and every church organi 
zation sign a petition requesting 
the passage of this bill.

BRIBERS IN ELECTION. 

Recipient of Money a Competent 
Witness Against Man Who 
Buys a Vote. 

Hoping to prevent the use of 
money at elections, a bill chang- 
ing the present law concerning 
bribery has beeu prepared by- 
Judge T L. Blake.v. Assistant At- 
torney (ieneral. The bill will be 
introduced in the Senate by Sena- 
tor A. R. Burnam, of Richmond. 
The most important provision of 
the new bill makes the man who 
receives the bribe a competent 
witness against the man who 
offers the bribe. 

THE PROPOSED BILL. 
The chief sections are: 
First — Kvery person who pr< 
ises, offers, gives or causes or r 
cures to be promised, offered 
given aay money or other things 
of value, or make* or tenders 
contract, undertaking, obligation, 
gratuity or security for the pay- 
ment of money, or for the delivery 
or conveyance of anything of 
value to any voter, with intent to 
influence his vote at any election, 
primary or political convention, 
shall be confined in the penitentiary 
for a period of not less than one 
nor more than hve years. 
I Second— The voter so influenc- 
ed shall oe guilty of no offense, 
and no prosecution shall be insti- 
tuted against him, but said voter 
shall be a competent witness 
against the party or parties so 
fluencing or offering to influence 
his vote.

Sleep Is 
coming, i am getting sleepy. I am 
about to sleep I am asleep." 



EASY TO DETECT BAD MONEY 

Hold Bill Up to the Light and Exam- 



Despite the utmost vigilance of our 
efficient secret service men. the mak- 
ing counterfeit money in this country 
has 'jot been wholly suppressed. Spu- 
rious coins and paper tokens occasion- 
ally get into circulation and some of 
these are so well done as almost 
defy detection by experts. 

Among the latest samples of the 
counterfeiters' art is a $10 bill, one ot 
the cleverest imitations on record. A 
speciment of this Issue was received 
and paid out by several banks, being 
regarded by all wbo handled It as 
genuine. In time it reached the sub- 
treasury at New York and there its 
sp rlousness at once became known. 

On first inspection the bill appears 
to be a real product of the treasury 
department, but when held up to tbe 
light the little particles of silk, which 
In a genuine bill are curved and 
twisted un the paper, are seen to be 
straight and hard. A magnifying 
glass shows some very slight discrep- 
ancies between the face of the bill 
and that of a genuine one. 

Subfreasury officials state that the 
bogus note was engraved by a, master 
In hi-' art who may once have been 
employed in the bureau of engraving .■ 
at Washington.
